There
is plenty of parking at the Recreation Park. Mr. Bitgood mentioned putting up a flashing yellow light, to
warn drivers there is pedestrian crossing ahead. There is a concern that a flashing light will give people a
false sense of security that is safe to cross. Mr. Bitgood will look at the area and let committee know of
the options that may be available. Mrs. Nicholson will look to see if the trail grant can be used for this
issue. In the meantime “No Parking” signs will be installed.

Gloucester County Representative, Leona Mather was present via teleconference. Ms. Mather stated her
offices are closed to the public.
